Foreign Missions.—the EDUCATION CAUSE Was, 
in his judgment, the main-spring of our whole 
system of means. To this cause he was princi- 
pally deveted. The Northern Baptist Education 
Society was dear to him. He contributed large- 
ly to its funds. He was, indeed, one of its pillars ; 
and when the Corresponding Secretary express- 
ed to him, while on his death-bed, his sense of 
the great loss which the Society was about to 
sustain, Mr. Cobb replied, “ God can raise up bet- 
ter helpers than Tam.” Various literary institu 
tions, in different parts of the country,received his 
liberal aid. But the Newton Theological Institu- 
tion was his favorite object. He was one of its 
founders and trustees. He labored, with untiring 
zeal, for its welfare. He devoted much of his 
valuable time to a personal attention to its con- 
cerns. He aided the Treasurer in his arduous 
labors, with judicious advice and energetic co- 
operation. He supplied funds, in critieal ex- 
igencies, when other sources failed. The In- 
stitution has suffered, by his death, the loss not 
only of a muniticént benefactor, but of a wise 
counsellor, and a steadfast friend. May God in- 
spire others with a like spirit, who may sustain 
and enlarge the Institution which he loved till 
his heart ceased to beat. 

For his excellent pastor, and for the church to 
which he belonged he felt an ardent attachment. 
He was always ready to perform any service for 
thechureb. The lectures and other meetings ot 
the church rarely missed his presence, amid the 
greatest pressure of business. He loved to aid his 
pastor in the inquiry meeting, and he rejoiced in 
the conversion of sinners, While absent on a 
journey for his health, he wrote thus to a friend 
in Boston :—

xii. 27. Eph, iv, 15, 16. 

Mr. Cobb steadily acted on this principle. | 
While he served the Saviour by personal activity, | 
hy his sound judgment, and by his skill in man- | 
aging the temporal concerns of Zion, bis peculiar 
talent was that of earning money ; and he faith- | 
fully employed it forthe glory of God, Whiy 
should not other Christians follow his example ¢ | 
Money is indispensably necessary for the promo- | 
tion of the cause of God. Why should not) 
Christians, who cannot serve him in other way 
devote themselves to earning money, to assist | 
others in serving him? Why, for example, | 
should not the merchant, or farmer, or mnecbanic, | 
in America, consider it to be as much his duty | 
to spend his life in labor to maintain a missionary 
in Burmah, as it is the duty of that missionary 
to go abroad, and preach the Gospel to the hea- 
then? flow blessed the privilege, too, of thus| 
taking part in the great enterprise! If a Chris-| 
tino cannot be a preacher or a missionary him- |} 
self, he may, by simply conducting his business} 
on missionary principles, perform the service by 
proxy. Why should we not have, all over the| 
land, multitudes of Christians, thus devoting! 
themselves to the cause of God? How would 
the churches flourish if this spirit generally pre-} 
vailed! How would the daily avecations of} 
men be dignified and hallowed; and even the| 
love of money, so abject and perilous in its wont- | 
ed tendencies, be exalted into a Christian rirtue! 

2. Mr. Cobb resolved, that he never would | 
retain, as his own property, more than $50,000. | 
He thought this as large a sum as any Christian | 
has a right He fully recognized 
the duty of the Christian, to provide for himself} 
and for his family. He bad no monkish notions 
about the merit of self-mortification and volunta- 
ry poverty. He believed, that God made us to 
enjoy the innocent pleasures of this life, as well} 
as of that which istocome. His dress, his house | 
and furniture, and his mode of living, were such | 
as befitted his station in life, without either 
meanness or extravagance. But he, at the same} 
time, felt, that no Christian has a right to hold 
more property than is necessary for the reasona- 
ble wants of himself and of thoxe who are depen- 
denton him. To retain any thing more, would, 
in his judgemen,, be robbing God and abusing 
our stewardship. How many Christians are 
there, in the United States, who are richer than | 
Mr, Cobb; who have already more property than 
they need; and who, nevertheless, are eagerly 
toiling for greater wealth, and refusing, perhaps, 
more than a trifling pittance to the cause of God ? 

_ But Mr. Cobb did not 
quired $50,000, before he began to devote his 
inoney to religious uses. It was in 1821, while 
he was yet young, and comparatively a poor man | 
recently established in business that he resolved | 
to give one fourth of the nett proceeds of his 
business to benevolent purposes. It was then un- 
certain, what would be his success: but he 
felt it to be his duty to begin then, with the reso- 
lution to increase the proportion, if God should 
prosper him. There are many Christians, who 
think that if they could accumulate a certain 
sum,they would then be generous. They say, | 
that they must first make provision for themselves 
and their families, and then they will distribute 
their money liberally. Mr. Cobb did not act thus. | 
He, from the beginning, gave a large proportion 
of his income, and trusted in God, that whatever, 
should be necessary for himself and his fam ily 
would be supplied. 

4. Mr.Cobb acted on a settled plan. He had 
established a principle, and he adhered to it. 
His benevolence was not an occasional overflow, 
at the impulse of excitement. It was a steady 
stream. He was strongly convinced that his plan 
was the best one, and he advised others to adopt 
it. He would not trust to his feelings. He said,! 
that he sometimes gave money from principle, | 
when, if he had consulted his feelings alone, he 
might have with held it. All Christians ought 
to have a regular plan, and ought to appropriate 
a definite proportion of their income to the cause 
of God. It would make them more consistent. | 
Some persons are very liberal at one time, and |

We have no right to be useless while we live, be- | 
cause we mean to he generous when we shall die. | 
There is, indeed, no generosity, in giving money, | 
which we can hold in our grasp no longer. The} 
rich Christian is not sure that he will have an/ 
opportunity to make a will. The cases have not} 
been rare, in which men who intended to do} 
good with their property, have died, suddenly, | 
intestate, and their money has gone to enrich | 
those who did not need it, or who would use it} 
10 oppose the cause of truth. But a man can} 
make a more judicious and beneficial application | 
of his money by a personal attention, than by his| 
will. There is no security, that his designs will | 
he fulfilled by his heirs and executors, Immense | 
sums are, at this hour, entirely perverted from the | 
purposes for which their pious donors designed 
them. Mr. Cobb resolved to be his own excev- | 
tor, and the forty thousand dollars which he gave | 
away, during his short life, distributed, as it was, 
under the direction of his sound judgment, has | 
probally done more good, than a half'a million | 
might have done, if he had bequeathed it in bis 
will. It often happens, too, that a single doll ir} 
is of more importance at a critical exigency, than | 
a hundred ata time of prosperity. Most of the} 
institutions and interests among the Baptists are | 
in urgent need of help. We have hardly a single 
well endowed seminary of learning ; and almost 
all our benevolent societies are in the feebleness 
of childbood, Now then isthe time to help them ; 
and if'all the money which will probably be be-| 
queathed to them in the course of the next twen-| 
ty years, Were paid at this moment, it might ac- | 
complish more for the glory of God, and the hap- | 
piness of man, than if its amount were increased | 
tenfold at the death of the donors.

6. Mr. Cobb believed, that to accumulate pros 
perty for children is, geveriily, the readiest way 
to ruin them. We mmy, we hope, without an in- 
delicate intrusion, say, that while le has made 
ample provision for the education of his son, he 
has not raised him above the necessity of person- 
al mdustry. His son must, like his father, win 
his own way ;and we doubt not, that if be shall 
live, he will demonstrate the wisdom of his fa- 
ther’s decision. The Lord grant, that be mny 
possess, in a large measure, bis father’s spirit; 
that he may fill his father’s place, in the church 
aud in society, and may die, at last, like bint, 
amid the blessings and the tears of thousands. 

7. Mr. Cobb wasan evidence, that a man may 
be most actively engaged in business, without 
losing the vigor of bis piety. A man may live 
in the world, and yet walk with God. He may 
be found in the counting-room, or on the ex- 
change ; in the bank, er in the insurance office, 
g his Christian principles, 
or dimming the brightness of his example. It is 
true, that these au plac es of te mptation ; but so 
is the cell of the herinit. There is danger every 
where, but every where there is safety to him 
who commits his ways unto the Lord. We must 
not run into peril; but neither must we fly from 
duty. We need Christian merchants, and phy- 
sicians, und lawyers, and legislators, and tnagis- 
trates, as well as farmers and mechanics. We 
need the influence of Christian example in all 
the departinents of society, as leaven to pervade 
and purify the mass. Nort the least of the ser- 
vices which Mr. Cobb rendered to the cause of 
truth, was his daily exhibition of the pure influ- 
ence of Christian principles, by which he com- 
pelled the mereantile men, with whom he asso- 
ciated, to acknowledge and reverence the power 
of that religion which so obviously reigned in his 
bosoin. 

But we must close these remarks. The sol- 
emn admonition which we ought especially to 
receive, is, that we must all die; that, like Mr. 
Cobb, we may die young ; and that it becomes us 
to do with our might, what our hand findeth to 
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do, Let us inquire, too, how the loss which we | 
have sustained shall be supplied. Who will oc- | 
cupy the vacant place? We may hope, that} 
God means to bring good out of this bereave- 
ment, by arousing many Christians to an imita-

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MOUNT AUBURN.

Auburn. Its distant appearance was formerly | 
better than at present, many of the trees. now | 
being removed. It looked like a large mound | 
rather than a hill, its central elevation being sur-.| 
rounded by deep glens and vallies, whose tree 
tops preserved a regular ascent, and reduced the | 
otherwise prominent height of the centre to the | 
slope of alarge dome.

The sound of the workman’s implements from 
different parts of the place showed that “ Sweet 
Auburn” was no longer a sate retreat, and the 
sudden appearance of a trench, with blocks of 
granite near, and other preparations for a tomb, 
made known the change that had taken place in 
the eharacter of this beautiful retirement. 

The avenues and paths are designated by the 
names of the different trees, shrubs and vines. 
There is, amongst others, the Sweetbriar path, 
the Hawthorn path, the Beech avenue, the Su- 
mae path, the Ivy, Catalpa, Hazel, and Wood- 
bine paths, and the Larch avenue. ‘These 
names add greatly to the interest of the place, 
and being all of a woodland or rural kind, and 
meeting you suddenly, occasion not only an 
agreeable surprise,but a softened and continually 
changing pleasure, corresponding to your associ- 
ations with the name of the tree, shrub or vine. 
Walking through one of the broad avenues soon 
after the opening of the grounds, we entered the 
‘Hemlock Path.’ This name being found so of- 
ten in connection with ‘ Night-shade,’ prepares 
the mind to see a correspondence with the latter | 
in the path itself, which is iminediately realized. | 
Some of the trees have lately been removed, but 
once it was the most solemn and impressive spot 
in the enclosure. It was like the valley of the} 
shadow of death. ‘Tall firs stood close togeth- } 
er oneach side, like the shades of the kings who 
crowded around the king of Babylon, as he en- 
tered Hades, saying, “Art thou become like un- 
tous?” The thick branches let in a fretied 
light, and pale by its reflection from the sickly 
green of the undergrowth. A constant mur- 
mur in the tops, like the noise of the sea-shore, 
adds greatly to the impression of the place. It 
is a spot in which a visiter will either pause to 
meditate, or hasten through with all possible 
speed, 

In one part of the ground a large pool of water 
has been made an ornament to the place, by tak- 
ing away its feculent matter,and laying around its 
margin a border of turf. The natural shape of 
the pooi has been preserve d, and its green, bend- 
ed margin isa pleasant sight. Here we have 
seen in a clear morning the most distinct retlee- 
tions of trees and sky that we have ever beheld,

The surtnce of Mount Auburn is so broken 
that it is difficult to find a level from which te 
cetimate the height of the summit.

Ithas been propore d to build an observa- 
tory tipon the elevation, and we doubt not that 
subscriptions tor this purpose could be easily ob-

WAR FOR RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 

Some religious sects have been goaded on to 
war by extreme provocations ; but in a remarkable 
imanner they have failed, after sone temporary 
success; aud their attempts to secure privileges 
by the sword have in the end greatly increased 
their sufferings. It isa striking fact that the En- 
glish Christians, who have never taken up arms 
to fight for religious liberty, enjoy more liberty 
than any other people except Christians in the 
United States. The contest against the first 
Charles were not commenced by the Puritans, 
but by the government itselfi—by the Parliament 
—and by churchinen there. Subsequently reli- 
gious men joined in the conflict, and they, who 
fcund themselves at the head of power, appealed 
to religious feeling to support their cause, but the 
revolution was essentially a politivalone. In the 
revolution of 1688, men in political life again 
took the lend. On the whole therefore pious 
people in England have suffered and pretested, 
und labored towliffuse light; and their peace sys-: 
tem has accomplished more for them than the 
war system has effected for the religious peo- 
ple of other nations, 

We tave inthe French a contrary example to 
that of English Christians. The reformed church 
in France, against the principles of Calvin on 
this subject, took up arms. Calvin allowed of no 
forcible resistance to lawful rulers, however griev- 
ous might be their outrages on human liberty. 
By fa subtile evasion however the Reformed jus- 
tified themselves in their warlike measures ; they 
proposed to fight for their King against his min- 
isters who, they pretended, had usurped authori- 
ty over him. Now whien they resorted to arms 
they needed not peaceable and Godly ministers 
of Jesus Christ, but warriors, and such a leader 
as Joel, David's able, but wicked captain. They 
chose as their head, Ceude, a brave soldier, fit 
indeed to conduct men to battle, but unqualified 
to preside in the counsels of the humble tollow- 
ers of the Prince of Peace. The history of the 
French Reformed became then a history of ad- 
ventures, sieges, bactles and desolations. It illus- 
uwates Christ’s words. “They that take shall 
perish with the sword.” After a variety of for- 
tunes the reformed were subdued, end almost an- 
nibilated and that church is now utterly prostrate 
which began its existence auspiciously, and which 
might have been now what the dissenting 
churches of England are, and which might have 
raised their country to the proud moral elevation 
of the land of the Puritans, 

What a miserable device for Christians to re- 
sort to the sword! How foolishly is life thrown 
uway in battle, when if suerificed in the Spirit of 
peace, one victim would do more in behalf of the 
cause of truth and righteousness, than a thousand 
sicrificed in war. The noble minded Annas Du- 
hourg died, not as a warrior but as a peaceable 
advocate of the Reformed cause. He perished 
on the seaffold, a man of rare talents, and yet 
rarer integrity ; loved, wept,and honored even by 
many of those who differed from hit most wide- 
ly in his religion. His constancy in death, says 
De Thou, so embittered and confirmed the ad- 
herents to his own creed, that from his ashes 
sprang that rank growth of revolts and conspira- 
cies which long and heavily over-ran this once 
most flourishing kingdom. Conde on the other 
hand pleaded the cause of the Reformed by the 
sword—he led his followers to victory indeed— 
but he led them to the slaughter—and his death 
awakened no such sympathy as did that of Du- 
bourg. A few such deaths as that of Dubourg, 
attended by influences so remarkable as his might 
have given the reformed religion powerful ascen- 
dency in France, Latimer understood the influ- 
ence of suffering well, when at the stake he said 
to his fellow martyr Ridley, “ Be of good com- 
fort and play the man; we sha!l this day light 
such a candle by God’s grace in England, as 1 
trust wil! never be put out, C. C.
